Gaughey, of Minneapolis, is secretary, 
should resume its labors. 
It will be 
remembered that the last general as­ 
sembly took no action for the support 
of the co-operative board, and its 
work has since then been practically 
at a standstill, and several of its 
enterprises were thus crippled. 
Sec­ 
retary McGaughey received his in­ 
structions from the executive board 
last Saturday, with the request that 
he put forth his best endeavors to 
push the work throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Mr. McGaughey was a^ked yes­ 
terday about what the board expected 
to accomplish this year and how it 
was to be done. 
He said: “ It is so 
late that the board will be unable to 
do very much except to get things in 
readiness for next year. 
We shall 
distribute literature, open up corres­ 
pondence with the managers of various 
enterprises in all sections of the coun­ 
try. 
We shall be able, doubtless, to 
get some manufacturing enterprises 
under way and help to brace up those 
that rre already started. 
No, no 
meeting of the board will be called. 
Our work will all be done by cor­ 
respondence.” 
Mr. McGaughey said that the board 
would not attempt to do anything 
with the Crow Wing enterprise this 
year. 
He intimated that it might do 
something with it next spring. 
The 
board, he said, would not undertake 
to do anything remarkable until after 
the next meeting of the general as­ 
sembly. He is satisfied that the co­ 
operative board will yet prove one of 
the most successful undertakings of 
Knights’ organization. 


Here are some pregnant facts for 
the consideration of those who are 
seeking light on the tariff question: 
The tariff does not in itself add to 
the wealth created by labor, but it 
preserves the country 
the wealth 
which labor produces. 
Without a 
protective tariff all the surplus earned 
by labor over the bare necessities of 
life goes out of the country to pay 
for imported comforts and luxuries. 
Under a protective tariff this surplus 
is spent at home and thus sustains 
labor in manufactures, creates new 
industries, and diversifies the employ­ 
ments in which labor can produce ad­ 
ditional wealth. 
We have proof of 
this in our experience as a nation 
under tariff for revenue only and 
under tariff protection and revenues. 
During the fourteen years before 1861 
we had tariff for revenue only*. Under 
the policy we imported so much more 
than we could pay for by exports that 
we were constantly in debt to foreign 
countries, and practicallyall the money 
we as a people earned over the bare 
necessities of life was shipped to Eu­ 
rope to pay this indebtedness. 
From 
1861 we had a protective tariff, and 
the conditions changed for the better. 
Instead of buying abroad, we bought 
at home, and by so doing kept here 
to fructify and expand our fields of 
labor produced. A protective tariff, 
while it may not in itself add directly 
to our wealth, does enable us to keep, 
increase and enjoy the wealth which 
our labor creates.”

A Righteous Judgment. 
Considerable com m otion has b; 
created in insurance circles by 
recent decision of the Maine supreme 
court in the case of M ciilinchy vs. the 
Fidelity 
and C asuality 
Comnany. 
The facts in the case are these; While 
a person insured under an accident 
policy was driving on a public street, 
iiis horse shied at a load of leather 
and ran a short distance w ithout up- 
setting the carriage or coming in con­ 
tact with anything before he was 
brought under control by the driver. 
But the driver was apparently en- 
dangered at the time, and suffered so 
severely, either from fright or from 
some strain caused by his physical 
exertions in restraining the 
norse, 
th at he died within an hour, appar- 
lark of 
i external violence 
being visible. 
It 
was held by the court, “ that thedeath 
m ay he considered as having ensued 
from bodily injuries effected through 
external 
violent 
and 
accidtntal 
m<>an.s. The clause in the policy which 
provides th at the insurance shall not 
extend to any bodily injury of which 
there shall be no external and visible 
sign upon the body of tlie insured 
does not apply to fata! injuries, but 
only to those not resulting in d eath.” 
The organs of insurance com panies 
are naturally exercised over this deci­ 
sion, by which t he defendant com pany 
was defaulted, an« l have much to say 
anent this “ rem arkableconstruction” 
put upon an im portant clause in ac­ 
cident policies.

sion, 
but it seems to us th at the 
court was correct in injecting into its 
decision a m odicum of com m on sense. 
Insurance policies, it is needless to 
say, whether they be issued by life or 
fire com panies, are so worded as to 
i give all possible m eans of escape to 
the com panies, while seeming to pre­ 
serve the rights of the holder in every 
possible way, and they should there- j 
j fore oe construed in the spirit in 
which they appear to be framed rath ­ 
er than in the language which keeps 
the wor« ls of prom ise to our ear and 
breaks it to our hope— K. of H. Re­ 
porter.

DECIDED NOT TO BUY. 
The Globe of Tuesday contained 
the following interview with Joseph 
E. Osborn: 
“I finally decided that I would not 
purchase the Brainerd News, and so 
came back. 
Mr. Dewey retains con­ 
trol of the paper. I wish to correct 
the impression and reports that Mr. 
Seheffer was behind the scheme to 
secure the paper. He had nothing to 
do with it. 
Dewey and I are old 
friends and I had been considering 
for some time whether I should take 
his paper or n o t” 


The Crow Wing County Colony. 
At the meeting of the general ex­ 
ecutive board of the Knights of Labor 
last week, it is learned, it was decided, 
according to the Globe, that the co­ 
operative board, of which P. Mc- 
Gaughey, of Minneapolis, is secretary, 
should resume its labors. 
It will be 
remembered that the last general as­ 
sembly took no action for the support 
of the co-operative board, and its 
work has since then been practically 
at a standstill, end several of its 
enterprises were thus crippled. 
Sec­ 
retary McGaughey received his in­ 
structions from the executive board 
last Saturday, with the request that 
he put forth his best endeavors to 
push the work throughout the coun­ 
try. Mr. McGaughey was asked yes­ 
terday about what the board expected 
to accomplish this year and how it 
was to be done. 
He said: “It is so 
late that the board will be unable to 
do very much except to get things in 
readiness for next year. 
We shall 
distribute literature, open up corres­ 
pondence with the managers of various 
enterprises in all sections of the coun­ 
try. 
We shall be able, doubtless, to 
get some manufacturing enterprises 
under way and help to brace up those 
that rre already started. 
No, no 
meeting of the board will be called. 
Our work will all be done by cor­ 
respondence.” 
Mr. McGaughey said that the board 
would not attempt to do anything 
with the Crow Wing enterprise this 
year. He intimated that it might do 
something with it next spring. 
The 
board, he said, would not undertake 
to do anything remarkable until after 
the next meeting of the general as­ 
sembly. He is satisfied that the co­ 
operative board will yet prove one of 
the most successful undertakings of 
Knights’ organization.

Under a protective tariff this surplus 
is spent at home and thus sustains 
labor in manufactures, creates new 
industries, and diversifies the employ­ 
ments in which labor can produce ad­ 
ditional wealth. 
We have proof of 
this in our experience as a nation 
under tariff for revenue only and 
under tariff protection and revenues. 
During the fourteen years before 1861 
we had tariff for revenue only. Under 
the policy we imported so much more 
than we could pay for by experts that 
we were constantly in debt to foreign 
countries, and practicallyall the money 
we as a people earned over the bare 
necessities of life was shipped to Eu­ 
rope to pay this indebtedness. 
From 
1861 we had a protective tariff, and 
the conditions changed for the better. 
Instead of buying abroad, we bought 
at home, and by so doing kept here 
to fructify and expand our fields of 
labor produced. A protective tariff, 
while it may not in itself add directly 
to our wealth, does enable us to keep, 
increase and enjoy the wealth which 
our labor creates.”

interpreted it th a t the Indians were going 
on the war path, and th a t they had come 
to warn him to get o u t of the country.

groat deal of harm to the 
country ab o u t Oelrichs in driving out new­ 
comers and keeping others aw ay. He says

A QUADRUPLE MURDER. 


Rouben Drake, His Wife and Two 
Little Grandchildren Found Bru­ 
tally Murdered in Their Lonely 
Farmhouse Near Kickapoo, Wis. 
A murder rivaling in atrocity the An­ 
toine Probst murder occurred in Kicka­ 
poo, Wis., by which Reuben Drake, bis 
wife 
and 
two 
grandchildren, 
tho 
children 
of 
Jam es 
Dupee— four 
per­ 
sons in all—met I heir death. 
Drake 
and 
v. fie ara elderly jieople, living on a 
well-cultivated farm 
four and one-half 
miles southeast of the little village of 
Readstown, and ab ou t fifteen miles from 
Viroqua. 
Their little grandchildren lived 
but a few miles away, but were tempo­ 
rarily visiting the old folks. 
One morning 
a neighbor living ab o u t half a mile d istant 
had occasion to go to Drake’s on an errand 
and upon entering the door a fearful sight 
was presented. 
Drake and his wife lay 
near each other upon the floor, face dow n­ 
ward, weltering in great pools of blood, 
which flowed from ga (ring gunshot wounds 
in their heads. 
Both were dead, and evi­ 
dently bad l«en for some hours 
On the 
bed in an adjoining room lay the children, 
aged respectively five and six, with their 
th ro ats cut. 
One of the litlle ones was 
yet 
alive 
when discovered, 
but too 
far gone to give any account of the terri­ 
ble t ragedy. 
Before medical aid coaid i>e 
summoned the child died, and no one was 
left to tell of the struggle in the lonely 
farm house, by which four human lyings 
were sacrificed. 
The alarm was quickly 
given, 
and soon

sparsely 
settled 
neighborhood 
were a t 
the scene 
of 
the 
tragedy. 
The 
ii tile house had been ransacked 
anti 
the 
furniture 
overturned, show­ 
ing th a t the perpetrators had searched 
for money and valuables. Fresh footsteps 
were found leading to and from tho house, 
but they were soon lost iii the highway. 
The nearest neighbor’s 
wife says th a t 
ab ou t 
IL o’clock 
th a t night she heard 
three shots fired in Misdirection of Drake’s, 
b u t thinking th a t it was some belated 
sportsm an, gave the m atter no attention. 
Another woman m e ta st ranger on the high­ 
way just after dusk, who avoided her and 
hid in the brush. 
These are the only facts 
now known outside of t he mute evidences 
found in the farm house of one of the most 
fearful crimes ever committed bv Wiscon­ 
sin. 
It is supposed the murderers sought 
to rob Mr. Drake of some pension money, 
which he had secured ab ou t a month ago, 
and it is not yet known whether they 
secured it or not. 
Drake and wife were 
aged about, sixty years, and were hard ­ 
working find fairly well-to-do and intelli­ 
gent {XJople. 
Tho locality is an out-of-the- 
way place, sparsely settled 
and many 
miles from a railroad. 
It is thought th a t 
the fiendish deed was committed by some 
one living near who knew of the pension 
money, os it is a section seldom visited by 
tranqm or strangers.

A Righteous Judgment 
Considerable cormnDtion has been 
created iii insurance circles by the 
recent decision of the Maine supreme 
court in the case of McGlinchy vs. the 
Fidelity and Casuality 
Company. 
Tile facts in the case are these: While 
a person insured under an accident 
policy was driving on a public street, 
ins horse slued at a load of leather 
and ran a short- distance without up­ 
setting the carriage or coming in con­ 
tact with anything before he was 
brought under control by the driver. 
But the driver was apparently en­ 
dangered at the time, and suffered so 
severely, either from fright or from 
some strain caused by bis physical 
exertions in restraining the horse, 
that he died within an hour, appar­ 
ently from heart disease, no mark of 
external violence 
being visible. 
It 
was held by the court, “thatthedeath 
may be considered as having ensued 
from bodily injuries effected through 
external 
violent 
and 
accidtntal 
means. The clause in the policy which 
provides that the insurance shall not 
extend to any bodily injury of which 
there shall be no external and visible 
sign upon the body of the insured 
does not apply to fatal injuries, but 
only to those not resulting in death.” 
The organs of insurance companies 
are naturally exercised over this deci­ 
sion, by which the defendant company 
was defaulted, and have much to say 
anent this “remarkableconstruction 
put upon an important clause in ac­ 
cident policies. 
But whatever view of 
tile matter may present itself to 
the legal mind, it cannot appear 
otherwise to 
unprejudiced 
laymen
